Wihnipes, Dec. 7.—At four 
thie morning fire broke out in the 
engiie room of the Rat Portage Lum- 
ber Company on the St. Boniface side 
of the river, and so rapidly did the 
flames spread that within’ ninety 
mihtites, despite the efforts of the two 
St. Boniface fire halls and a Winnipeg 
brigade, which answered to the appeal 
for aid, and despite also the mill's 
oWn extensive fire apparatus, the 
flatiies had engulfed the entire saw-

HOG CHOLERA, 


Infected Animals Said to Have Been 
Sold in Calgary. 

Calgary, Dec. 6—It is learned that 
the recently reported outbreak of hog 
cholera at the farm of Joseph Demers 
in the Nose Creek district was not the 
commencement of the epidemic, but 
pretty nearly the last of it, and only 
serves to demonstrate the lack of 
vigilance of the city and provincial 
heelth officials, 

Joseph Demers was interviewed y 
terday and stated that it was a well- 
known fact that the farmers and mar- 
ket gardeners in the district surr yund- 
ing Calgary had trouble with their 
hogs all last summer. 
the outbreak of the 
last May, and that while it 
reccgnized as hog cholera, it travelled 
all round the country. The live steck 
on every form caught it, and a large 
number of swine died. When the 
farmers and market gardeners found 
that their pigs were getting sick and 
that they were likely to lose

A great amount 
of construction work had been done 
this year and this had to be weighed 
against the deficit Ag to fire -pro- 
tection, it Was a Known fact that 
Edmonton had a higher basis rate of 
insurance than the City. of Calgary. 
Yet the city's fire service was one of 
the most effieient in Canada, It 
would not bé costly to enpage quali- 
fied experts to find out why Edmonton 
was not getting the same rite as Cal- 
gary, and then steps could be taken to 
secufe a reduction in the cost of in- 
guraneeé. 

Explained the Deficit. | 

Alderman Lundy expleined how the 
deficit on the street railway system 
haG occurred.

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Opposed to Bonusing.
